miles from Terr pie. Marcolt had been 
drinking freely for some time. 
Las^ 
afternoon he seized one 
of General 
Miller's army pistols, disicharged it at 
random and 
drov e 
the general and 
his housekeeper from the houso. 
General Miller telephoned to Tem­ 
ple for assistance 
and 
in response 
eight men, armed with shot.guns and 
rev olv ers, hastened 
ta 
the' 
Miller 
homestead. 
They surrounded the house,* hoping 
to induce Marcott t o siirrentfer, but 
be refused to do so, and continued to 
maintain bis threatening attitude. 
Finally, Marcott left the house by 
the back door. Rev . Eastman and Dr. 
Dav idson w'ere 
nearer 
to Marcott 
than the others 
and 
endeav ored to 
persuade the insane man to lay dow'n 
his pistol. A shot was the inv ariable 
reply. 
As a last resort. Dr. Dav idson, who 
was armed with a rev x)lv er, fired at 
Marcott, but missed him. The insan*' 
man continued to shoot, but bis aim 
was so wild that he did not hit any 


Finally, Mr. 
Eastman 
pointed a 
shotgun at the v alet and demanded 
that he surrender. To sav e his life 
the minister discharged the shotgun, 
the contents striking Marcott in the 
forehead and killins him.
